commissioner, has organized a main- 
tenance^force ot more than 1,000 men, 
with a patrolman tor each 5-mlle sec- 
tion and special gangs t0 keep the 
gravel roads in best condition until 
paving Is laid over the entire 7,000- 
mile system. Actual operations start- 
ed May 1. Contracts for additional 
hard-surfacing will be awarded soon, 
accorlng to the highway department, 
which will spend approximately 110,- 
000,000 on highways this season and 
increasing amounts each year there- 
after.
